YOAKUM AM) GOOR ROARS. 
B. I*. \ oakum of the Frisco road is 
developing a great and desexed rep­ 
utation as a bright writer on practi­ 
cal subjects. 
His style is crisp as becomes a bus 
iness man, his ideas are broad, his in 
formation very great. 
His recent article in Leslie's Week 
ly attracted much attention, but his 
regular bulletins, although less care­ 
full yprepared perhaps, are quite up 
to his high water mark. In his Les­ 
lie’s article he made a great hit with 
his remark, “We have quit the politi­ 
cian and taken up the fanner.” Among 
the stinging facts stated by Mr. Yoak­ 
um are these: the fanner 
gets 
OI 
cents for his products and the con­ 
sumer pays a dollar for them; it coals 
$55,000 to make a twelve-inch gun, 
that amount of money would reclaim 
4,500 acres of swamp land and afford 
homes for 500 people; to aid good 
farm roads tho govern meat of the 
United Stales provide $100,000 a year 
and builds two or four battle ships at 
a cost of $1 J,(OH),OOO or more 
The latest work of Mr. Yoakum is 
in the interest of good roads, and he 
has equipped a train on the Frisco 
for special instruction in the art.

and Raspberry Islands by the erup­ 


tion of Katmai Volcana slowly are 


coming in. Reports say the greatest 


damage was done probably with loss 


of life among the fishing villages vir­ 
tually at the toot of the volcano. 
Mo definite news has been received 
from these settlements, which have a 
population of 200, mostly natives, but 
reports from Uyak are that it was 
improbable that those on the main­ 
land escaped. Uyak reports indicated 
there was no loss of life on Kodiak 
Island. 


Calls for relief funds have been 
sent out by committees appointed by 
the citizens of Cordova and Seward.

Many people even hinted that Bello-, 
mort, Livingston and the rest had se­ 
cretly formed a piratical company and

or assumed—and who, in 
1698. 
or­ 
dered every British port to be on the 
lookout for Kidd's capture. 
Meanwhile the “wellbeloved” Kidd, 
cruising the Spanish Main, heard of 
the plan to arrest him. 
Leaving his 
large ship near Hayti, he hastened 
northward in a sloop laden with $70.- 
000 worth of treasure and with a crew 
of forty. 
He touched at Oyster Bay. 
L. I., sent for a New York lawyer and 
opened negotiations with Bellomont. 
It Is supposed Bellomont sent word 
that the captain had nothing to fear, I 
for Kidd landed and went on July I* 
1699, to Boston to talk m atters over. 
There Bellemont arrested 
him 
and 
packed him off to England to stand 
trial. 
Then the company sent to the 
pirate sloop and seized the treasure. 
As Kidd had started out to do such 
great things the public grew to be­ 
lieve thaf $70,000 could not represent 
all hie plunder and that he must ht»ve 
burled part of the treasure.

no reason for thinking so.

rumor has lived for over 200 years. 
Kidd, meantime, was placed on trial
